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In determining performance under the provisions of the 1942 sugar beet 
program county committees will follow the instructions containedin SB-506, 
Instructions Relative to Determination of. Performance under the Frovisions 
of the 1941 Sugar Beet Program, except as those instructions are changed 
by ‘statements herein and are necessarily modified by the advancement from 
the 1941 to the 1942 program. 


The farming unit report form has been printed in smaller form and has been 
revised in certain detail. The instructions should be revised accordingly. . 


The additional forms which were used in determining performance under the 
1941 program, such as waze claim forms, will be used in determining per- 
formance under the 1942 program, but wa Ht be renumbered in the 600 series. 


1942 Sugar Beet Growers 


The State committee will secure from sugar companies and furnish to county 
committee lists of growers with whom beet sugar companies have contracted for 
the 1942 crop of sugar beets. These lists will include the names and 
addresses of growers, the location of growers by townships or loading 

stations, and the factories for which the acreage is contracted, This 
information should be transferred in the county office to the heading of 

forms SB-~S02 preparatory to the determination of performanc® by farm reporters. 


Proportionate Shares or Acreage Allotments 
Since for 1942 the acreage which mav be planted by a grower is not limited 
under tne sugar program, and since each grower's proportionate share or 

acreage allotment will coincide with his planted acreage, the 1941 instruc- 
tions in this connection do not apply and no special Roeaee. in this regard 
is required for 1942. 


Determination of Sugar Beet Acreage 


Since acreage figures are needed in determining wages, abandonment and defi- 
ciency payments, and records of production, the county committee shall determine 
the sugar beet acreage for each farm. The acreage need not be measured by a 
representative of the county committee if acceptable measurements are available 
to the county committee. If it- is determined by a spot check that measurements 
made by a field man of a sugar company are correct, such measurements may be used. 
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Farming Practices heed ok Wee des 


The farming practices for whic4 wheaik will be given in 1942 are identical 
with those in effect for 1941 except as changed by modifications in the | 
practice specifications under the 1942 general farm program. However, for 
1942 only one-half acre of practices is required for each acre of sugar 
beets as compared to the acre for acre requirement of 1941. As in previous 
programs, the farm reporter need list for any farm only sufficient practices 
to meet the requirements for the planted sugar beet acreage. 


Minimum Wage Rates 


Each farm reporter should be informed as to the minimum wage rates in effect 
in his district. 


Penalty for Child Labor 


Among the amendments to the Sugar Act which were approved on December 26 was 
one providing for a deduction from the payment otherwise due with respect to 
a farm of 310.00 for each day, or portion of a day, of child labor in 
violation of the child labor provisions of the act. If a representative of 
the county committee finds any child engaged in sugar beet work contrary to 
the provisions of the program, he should determine the number of days during 
which such child has worked up to that time and he should immediately inform 
all of ‘the persons interested in the sugar beet crop on the farm that a 
deduction will be made from the payment with respect to the farm of $10.00 
for each day, or portion of a day, during which such child has worked. He 
should also inform the producer that his farm will be revisited from time to 
time during the balance of the season, and that similar deductions will be

Serial numbers shall then be assigned beginning with 
number one and continuing consecutively for all farming units in the county, 


District Normal Percentages and Rates 


In completing columns (41) ana (42) of §3-609 for » farming unit from which 
sugar beets were contracted to be marketed in 1942 under any type of agreement 
other than an "individual test contract," enter the district normal percentage 
of sugar content of sugar beets and the corresponding rate of commercially 
recoverable sugar per ton of sugar beets for the factory through which the 
beets were contracted according to the schedule which follows.

The application. shall be prepared with typewriter or indelible pencil. If 

an error is made on an application, the incorrect entry shall not be erased 
but shall be deleted by drawing a line through it and the correct entry shall 
be entered in the nearest available space. Any spaces for which there is no 
applicable entry may be left blank. 


SB-602, Farming Unit Report, SB-7, Sugar Beet Marketing Report for the 1942 
Crop, and in some cases SB-405, Supplement to Farming Unit Report, will be 
used in the preparation of the applicatio:... Form SB-405 will be prepared in 
accordance with instructions in SB-406A fr each farming unit consisting of 
more than one tract. Forms SB-7<will be -eceived from the State office. 


All entries in Section III of the application except items 4, 5, 15 and 16 
shall be in tenths. Entries in items 4, 15 and 16 shall be in hundredths, 
and the entry in item 5 shall be in thousandths., Imtries in columns (2) 
and (3) of Section IV shall be in hundredths.

Before entries are made on an application, it must be determined that to the 
best of the knowledge and belief of the county committee there has been 
compliance with the conditions for payment as set forth in the producer's.

if it is found that all conditions for payment have been met, enter the.

The lower subsection of Section IV is provided for the signature of any 
producer who was in 1942 a processor of sugar beets or who was indirectly a. 
processor of sugar beets, as in the case of a holding company, subsidiary 
company, or person who had a°controlling interest in a beet sugar company. 
However, before a producer-processor shall be permitted to sign, the county 
committee must receive notification from the State committee that such 
producer is eligible for payment with respect to the "fair price! condition. 


The lower subsection may be used for another producer, if necessary, by 
deleting the word "processor". In case there are more producers than sub- 
sections, continue the application on another form SB-610.

If a producer dies after the harvest of the sugar beets with respect to 
which application for payment is made and before the enplication is signed, 
the application shell be signed by the representative of the estate of such 
deceased producer, or by his heirs. Similarly, if a producer is declared 
incompetent by a court of competent jurisdiction during such period, the 
application shall be signed by the guardian of the estate of the incompetent 
person. If a producer dies or is declared incompetent after transmittal of 
the application to the State office but before payment is certified, the 
State committee shall be requested to return the application to the county 
office and a new application shall be signed by the proper parties. 

Section V. Certificate of County Committee. If a correction has been made 
in any of the following items, the correction must be initialed by the county 
committeeman who signs in Section V:

When the first transmittal of applications is forwarded to the State office, 
the county committee shall also submit any certifications of abandonment. and 
deficiency areas, prepared in accordance with instructions in SB-5l2. If 
certifications of abandonment and deficiency areas cannot be prepared at the 
time of the first transmittal of applications, due to the fact that the 
forms SB-7 thus far received do not list data for a sufficient number of 
farms, any applications under which abendonment and deficiency payments 
probably will be made shall be withheld until such certifications can be 
prepared.
